The American fire in this engagement 


showed remarkable precision and the 
deadly effects of war.

1,500 men, under Gen; Henry W. Law- 
ton, which started Saturday .night with 
the intention of crossing Laguna de 
Bay, capturing the 
town of Santa 


Cruz on the eastern shore of the lake 
and then sweeping the country to the 
south, consists of .200 picked sharp- 
shooters, chosen from the various reg- 
iments; Hawthorne's mountain, bat- 
tery, Gale's squadron, three troops of 
the Fourth cavalry, unmounted, with 
Bronko's and -Tappan's battalions of 
the Fourteenth infantry, Linck's bat- 
talion of the First Idaho Infantry and 
Fralno's battalion .of the First North 
Dakota infantry, under Gen. King. . 


The flotilla of; twenty canoes, towed 


by tugs and convoyed by the gunboats 
Laguna de Bay, Oeste and. Rapidan, and 
preceded by the launch containing Gen. 
Lawton and Gen. King, started from 
San Pedro MacatI, :on the River Pasig, 
moving toward the lake just, as even- 
ing was setting in. It was a truly pic- 
turesque scene. The men were all in 
high spirits and carried! rations for 
ten days, with the lightest marching 
equipment.

Admiral Declares That 
He .Has 
Nc 


•Presidential Aspirations.

-10.—Admiral 


Dewey has given to the Manila corre- 
spondent- of a New York weekly an 
interview regarding the suggestion 
that the admiral be made a'candidate 
tor the presidency next year. , The ad- 
miral said, as to his politics: 


"I am a sailor. \ A sailor has no pol- 


itics. The administration, is his party, 
and, republican or democrat, it makea 
no difference. 
Then, again, I come 


from Vermont.and you. know what that 
means. To be anything but a, republi- 
can in Vermont is to be. a-man without 
a party. My flag lieutenant 
comes 


from Georgia. He tells me that to be 
anything but a democrat in the south 
is to be a nobody. If I lived in the 
south I would probably be 'a demo- 
crat. I am not a politician, have never 
held political office, and am totally 
ignorant of party intricacies and affil- 
iations." .

Admiral Dewey said that neither by 


vocation, disposition,, education nor 
training was he capacitated to fill the 
presidency. He said that he was too 
well along in. life to consider such a 
possibility. His health would- not ad- 
mit it. All his life's work was in dif- 
ferent, lines of effort, and that, whila 
the kindness and enthusiasm of hia! 
.friends were grateful to him, and the' 
generous tributes of the American 
people were dear to him, he could not 
and would not be a candidate for the 
presidency of the United States un- 
der any conditions.

AT THE CHURCHES 


BEAUTIFUL WEATHER TAKEN 


ADVANTAGE OF BY MANY. 


Large Attendance at All the Sacred 


Edifices—"The Parable of the Prod- 
igal Son" the Theme at Court Street 
M. E. Church—Introductory Sermon 
at All Souls. 


Bev. A. G. Wilson, of All Soul's 


church, preached and introductory ser- 
mon yesterday morning. Following'is 
n part of the sermon: 


It is also due the pulpit upon the 


part of the pew that the very exacting 
demands of this work should be consid- 
ered. It is beginning to be conceded 
that the intellectual and social demands 
made upon the modern minister in a 
city church are greater than that of any 
other profession. 
The literary task of 


.preparing n new sermon each, week for 
the same congregation upon themes 
that have been the subject of age, long 
thought and discussion is not easy and 
at times becomes a very heavy drudg- 
ery not often appreciated by people 
who have . never tried it. 
The mental 


anxiety attending the delivery of these 
sermons from week to \reek adds its 
weight and is the secret of nervous 
prostration and;the demand for summer 
vacations and ocean voyages; 


The visiting minister or traveling 


lecturer who charms you with brilliant 
effort would sink to the common level ot 
yo.ur own -minister'if subjected 
to the 


same test of term. The-muses do .not 
always sing. God is not always sensi- 
bly near. The spirit like the sea has an 
ebb and flow, and the pulpit cannot be 
uniform in excellence. Neither are the 
people always in a receptive attitude of 
mind and heart. It is possible to have 
a good congregation and a poor -audi- 
ence, Numbers are not the important 
thing but intellectual hospitality and 
heart responsiveness. 


It is a mistaken idea that a liberal 


pulpit is unrestricted in the scope of its 
utterances and in the right to advocate 
any and all reforms of this uneasy and 
speculative age. 
The church should 


neither be a political caucus nor a labor 
union. It must serve the interests of 
the people as a whole. It would be 
a mal administration to espouse the 
cause, of one man as against another 
while both have equal rights here. The 
prerogative of this pulpit among the 
contending • classes is to enforce the 
golden rule and to teach men the princi- 
ples of Christian charity. 
• And then, too, I feel that the scope of 
this pulpit should be limited on .the side 
of purely scientific 
problems. 
The 


church is not primarily a school of sci- 
ence or philosophy but of morals and 
practical living. It must find a definite 
sphere and stay in it. 


The church must cease to antagonize 


, scientific research and adjust its ideas to 


established science, but the pulpit is no 
placebo teach science as such for it is 
not often competent, and for the same 
reason I hope nobody will expect this 
pulpit to deal or to any extent in those 
philosophies of oriental origin, which, 
though charming to many minds, are 
yet theoretical and quite foreign to a 
majority of .the people. We 'believe, in 
advanced thought, but it is possible to 
advance so rapidly and so far as to find 
ourselves very much alone. To lead 
the people we must at least keeo within 
Eight of them.

We can do this in many practical ways 
andxit is the love that Christ would 
have us enjoy. We should ever love our 
enemies. It may be very difficult to do. 
We are to be unlike the worldly man. 
We are to have a love in our hearts for 
our- enemies which he does not have. It 
is Christian to love your ei)emy. • 


Can we justify war? It may be that 


we can if we can love the enemy at the 
same time thnt we are killing them.

honor the teaching of our Saviour who 
taught us to love God supremely and 
our neighbor as ourselves.

STABLES DESTROYED 


AT FAIR GROUNDS 


FLAMES PLAYED HAVOC LAST 


SATURDAY. NIGHT. 


Training Stable and Horse, Sheds at the 


Old Fair Grounds Go Up In Smoke 
—Several Hogs Burned—So Far 
Away, Water Pressure Not Suffi 
cient. 


Fire has played havoc with buildings 


at the fair ground. 


At 11:43 o'clock last Saturday night 


an alarm of fire was turned in from box 
25, corner of Milton avenue and Glen 
street. Upon the arrival of the fire de- 
partment upon the scene, it was found 
thnt the training barn just east of the 
carriage entrance, had been consumed 
by the flames. The West Side Hose 
company was called 
and responded 


promptly. The fire ignited the horse 
stalls which extend from near the car- 
riage entrance to the grand stand on 
the inside of the Fair grounds proper. 


Another alarm was then turned in 


from box 23, Caroline and Fourth ave- 
nue, and from 232, Prairie avenue and 
Walker street. 
. 


Water was taken from the hydrant at 


the corner of Prospect and Milwaukee 
avenues, but the pressure was not strong 
enough to do much good. After the fire 
had consumed about three hundred foet 
o£ the best horse sheds on the grounds 
the progress of the flames was stopped. 
About twenty of the stalls were left 
standing. The section that was burned 
included the bestbuildings—those erect- 
ed a few years ago. 


Some ot the stalls contained cattle 


but these were saved. One stall con- 
tained some hogs that perished in the 
flames. 


The barn which was destroyed is the 


property of Dixon ,-& Dillon, who were 
engaged in breaking colts. The horse 
stalls are owned by J. M. Bostwick, the 
present owner of the Fair grounds. TJie 
barn iS valued at about SJ1.000 and the 
stalls at from .$300 to $500. The fire is 
thought to have been .the work of-some 
tramps, sleeping in the barn. 


The fire was discovered by Peter 


Webber, who resides on Bennett street, 
and 
George Fass, who resides at 171 


Prairie avenue. Mr. Webber started to 
turn in an alarm, but some one turned 
it in from box 25. Mr. Webber' and Mr: 
Fass opened the doors of the stables 
and let out eight bead of cattle and a

SON OF'HON. AND MRS. HAMIL- 


TON RICHARDSON. 


First Lieutenant in.xthe Twentieth U. S. 


Infantry and a Graduate of West 
Point—Interesting Letter Descrip- 
tive of the Scene of Hostilities by L.

v ". ' The following letter was received by 


Mrs. Hamilton Eichardson, of this city, 
from.her son, L. T. Eichardson, a first 
lieutenant in the Twentieth 
United 


States Infantry and a graduate of West 
Point, which will be read with interest 
by the many friends of the officer, in 
this city: 
' La Loma Church, near Manila—My. 


JDear Mother:—We arrived here Thurs- 
day night, the 23d, and lay in the bay; 
that night. Parts of the ..city were still 
burning, and we soon heard reports of 
the recent fighting. It did not surprise 
us much, as 
we had more than 


half expected to find things in their 
present condition.' The regiment was 
landed the,,next day in the .native lights 
as ships cannot come up to the docks. 
We camped or rather slept in the open, 
that night near the lunetta; 
The next 


,'day was a very pleasant one as a volun- 
teer paymaster,. Major Gimbrell,'-was 
very kind to me having.me at his house 
for lunch or "tiffin" and dinner. 
A.fter 


lurich he made me take a nap on his 
"sleeping-machine" and then drove me 
to about all the points of interest. Most 
of the houses here have their first stor- 
ies of stone and their "second of wood. 
. Gimbrell's like all of the better, ones is 


built for the climate, and is very roomy 
and cool, with a lawn, court yard, serv 
ants' quarters,.stables, etc., and with a 
•large stone porch;in the rear, that over- 
looked the bay. Servants are so cheap 
that everyone lives like a lord with an 
army of yassals.; Sunday, my. battalion 
was" ordered out here,, and the next day 
two companies of it, G and L—were 
sent over to the Jeft,- about a mile, to 
Caloocan.while th'e. other two companies, 
F and C, the .latter mine,still .remain 
here. We occupy a kind of a salient 
in the line and 
are ' quartered in 


a cemetery. It consists of a square en- 
closure surrounded by a high stone .wall 
having a single opening in .front.; 
In- 


side the wall and nearly, all : around it 
are three tiers of niches for burial. 
At 


the'back parti-is-'-a square,• storm pit 
where the bones of those'who :have not 
paid their, rent are thrown, the rent be- 
ing $5 per year per nicbie. The church 
or mortuary.'." 'chapel in .the :center is 
quite an-imposing structure. 
On' ac- 


count of the thickness of the walls, some

It is a 


strange sight to see. .this, 'place fortified, 


• with guns at one corner and with .the 
walls loop-holed for- musketry;..- Soldiers 
are sleeping everywhere, on ^graves, on' 
ah archbishop's 'couch and on the steps 


- of the high'altar itself. I 'sometimes 


•wonder we , don't tear,down the great 
figure of the crucifixion, as we are short 
of firewood. The cemeteries in- Manila 
and in every community through the 
islands are constructed in this same way 
and make very 
good 
fortifications, 


against infantry, though they would be 
iintenable under artillery fire. 


This place was taken from the Span- 


ish by the insurgents and from,the lat- 
ter by our troops. 


General Otis has filled a very difficull 


position in a very able manner and 
as highly thought of here as Dewey, i 
not more so. 


For many months the policy of the 


government has been, unsettled 
vand in 


theimeahtime he has.been compelled to 
temporize until.the .natives were fully 
convinced that they had but to rise up 
in anger when-we would be driven out'. 


Their lines were so close to the city 


that something was bound to happen 
and when it did happen, the natives 
were driven far back and checkmated at 
every point. With tho exception of the 
fact that some Chinese districts suffered, 
all the native attempts to burn the city 
have proved fruitless or rather booma- 
rangs.:as they have'-resulted in burning 
large districts- of 
the 
'native nipa 


huts. Things are comparatively quie't 
in the cicy now, though every American 
goes armed and with' his hand on his 
revolver. 'They-even take them to bed 
for the servants'are natives and. a -large 
pait are not to be trusted.' Since we 
have been on the lines, it has been very 
quiet except that they occasionally fire 
on our outposts while our artillery takes 
a shot at them now and then. 


' The Chinese, are numerous class, and 


the Japs are our friends. 


The natives are a small race and are 


cleanly and industrious but very cruel 


. 'in war. Many are brave to fanaticism 


but without organization. They murdor 
in the dark, often kill prisoners, mu- 
tilate bodies, flre on the red cross and 
cover their houses with, white flags be- 
fore they open fire from .them. 
After 


firing a "district they get outside and 
' shoot at'the pe'ople attempting to put it 
out. 
They are very imitative and their 


craftsmen 'can copy .perfectly any article 
given 
them.' In v'the 
same 
way 


their soldiers have already learned to 
form skirmish lines and' outposts and to 
-fire wretched attempts at volleys, yelling 
at the same.time," "mucho mismo Ameri- 
canos,""" Just 1'iko the Americans." Their 
shooting is very poor,as-tbey don't even 
place the gun ,to the shoulder; but they 
do a great deal, of shooting 'as they keep 
men in ranks without arms to take the 
places of those killed who are carrying 
them. The result is, our troops don't 
capture as many arms as men and would 
rather capture a gun, than a man. 
Some amusing things occur. They are 
very musical and we> can hear their bugles 
playing very well indeed^ but they dori'J; 


. seem to have any preference in the way 


of tunes and plav our airs as often as

"The management of the island 


and its affairs commands the admira- 
tion of both natives and Americans, 
Major General Gny'V. Henry, who is 
•Military Governor, has proved himself 
to be most acceptable to both natives 
and Americans. 
He is a forceful man 


and full of the Idn'dliest sympathies for 


.. the native people. 
He has surrounded 


himself with a cabinet made up o£ the 
most intelligent men of the island, and 
through them as representatives of'the 
different branches o£ the government 
he. rules the island firmly but justly. 
He summoned the leaders of the -Rom- 
an Catholic church and conveyed to 
them the fact that he proposed to have 
perfect freedom of religious worship in 
Porto Rico; that he would(not-'tolerate 
any interference with the affairs of the 
Roman Catholic church,-nor would-he 
allow that church to interfere with 
free religious worship on the part of 
the • Protestant 
denominations. 
He 


furthermore served notice upon the 
archbishop .that he would expel from 
the island any-priest-or body of priests 
"Who openly or- in underhand ways 
made any effort to influence the native 
'people in questions of religious wor- 
. ship. 
I asked the minister of justice 


the other day in -what esteenl General 
Henry was held among the best people 
in government circles; and he replied 
that he was very .well liked, but was 
open to the criticism of making his 
cabinet officers do more 
work than 


they were accustomed to. 
The idea of 


•working eight hours a day, with only 
a short interruption for a, midday 
breakfast,, was something that Porto 
Rican business men are 
not 
accus- 


tomed to. 


• "The whole island is imder the most 
perfect control, under General Henry's 
military supervision. 
Disturbers of 


the peace tiave felt the weight of his 
iron .hand and now appreciate the fact 
that an offender will be dealt with 
Quickly and severely if he commits an 
offense against either public health or 
.morals. ' The. postoffice service is be- 
ing extended to all parts of the island, 
and letters mailed .in San Juan one 
evening are delivered in. Police the fol- 
Io3ing night. , General Frederick D. 
Grant is in command of the district ot 
San Juan, and as a result of many 
inspection trips throughout his part of 
the island has the military body in ex- 
cellent condition. 
There is no sick- 


ness to speak of in any.of the camps. 


"Social life in San Juan is now at- 


tractive, thanks to the leadership of 
Mrs. Grant. 
Although she does not 


speak Spanish her graces as a. society 
-woman make it possible for her to 
draw .to her house tho best of the na- 
tive people, and on Monday night'she 
had a gathering in her drawing- room 
of all that is notable in Porto Rican so- 
ciety. 
;Mr. Allison Armour of Chicago 


was in the harbor of San Juan last 
-week with his yacht, the TJtowana, and 
asjted Mrs. Grant to form a group of 
guests for an afternoon entertainment 
on board. 
She invited the 400 of that 


city, anfl'their1 appreciation of an aft- 
ernoon's entertainment on .board an 
American yacht 
was. very 
sincere. 


There is always a representative body 
of naval officers on duty in San Juan 
and they, together with .the army offi- 
cers, with the ladies of their families, 
make.up a nucleus of a social world 
that is very superior. . The climate 
during these winter months is ideal. 
The northeast trade winds blow' all 
the time, and the sun, .except during 
the midday hours, is not '• oppressive. 
Every steamer that .reaches the port 
brings its complement 
of ' American 


visitors, and the American colony bids 
fair within a short time to be consider- 
able, both in numbers and character."
